California Artists 
in Review 


Rather refreshing "to see our- 


selves as others see us." 


It has been t-aid of the art colony

Archangel. 
He dedicates his book 


to Gifford Pinchot, "Pioneer for the 
cause of conservation," and Mr. Pin- 
chot writes a brief "introduction.1 
which speaks of "the. spirit of the 
old days" in American forestry as 
still alive, and still going forth to 
new victories. 
He says—and it is 


the truth—that "no body of men in 
our 
government service, and that 


means in any government service in 
the world, has so high a standard of 
efficiency and such fine and gener- 
ous devotion to duty as the United 
States Forest Service, or is render- 
ing in proportion to its numbers so 
extensive and valuable public serv- 
ice."

with the bacilli of boils, typhoid, 
cholera, dysentery, ptomaines, dipb- 
theria, pneumonia or infantile par- 
alysis.

Flies are killed'with the hand, the 


swatter, the trap, flypaper, borax or 
formalin; mosquitoes by means of 
coal oil, chrysanthemum powder and 
incense burned under them. 


Dr. C. W. Jietz, special mosquito 


investigator 
o'f the United States 


department of public health, advises 
these measures to prevent the birth 
and growth, the eggs and hatchings 
of mosquito "babies"—the larvae. 
Rain spouts, barrels, tin cans, pools, 
puddles, ponds, broken dishes, old 
birds' nests, anything with standing 
water ought to be drained. Mosqui- 
toes will not develop if the water is 
completely drained off; if the water 
surface is entirely cleared of vegeta- 
tion or other obstructions; if 
the 


banks are cleaned and cut down ver- 
tically, giving a smooth margin; if an 
abundance of suitable fish is made 
available' to keep down the larvae; 
if a complete film of, oil is applied 
to "the entire surface; if a. swift flow 
of water is set up to carry off the 
larvae or prevent their feeding; or 
if 
the water is treated with an 


effective larvicide. 


Obviously, 
the 
choice 
between 


these methods will vary according 
to the nature of the place and the 
degree of permanence desired for 
the results. 


Old wells, cisterns and the 
like 


may often be filled' to advantage, 
oiled or treated with chemicals. 
It 


is seldom advisable to attempt drain- 
age. It is when we come to ponds, 
lakes and swamps that the real 
problems arise. 


Oil is applied as the next best 


thing to drainage. 


Oil may be applied 
in 
various 


ways. In ordinary work the spray 
can is the main reliance. The type 
generally used is some form of knap- 
sack sprayer which can be easily 
carried, and that has an adjustable 
nozzle. 
The nozzle should be'ad- 


justed to throw a very fine spray, 
otherwise much of the oil will re- 
main in globules instead of spread- 
ing out in a film. 


On small streams and ditches with 


a fairly good current, drip cans are 
used to advantage. 
Most of those i" 


use are constructed upon tho saj_ 
principle, but in details they 
uri 


very diverse. 
A discussion of scv 


eral types will be found in Le Prince 'J 
and Orenstein's "Mosquito Control 
in Panama." As a rule, each worker 
introduces modifications to suit his 
own ideas or to suit the material 
available. 
One type of can used is 


constructed from an ordinary five- 
or ten-gallon oil can having a spout 
near the top. The screw cap of this . 
spout is perforated, and a nail, 
packed around the basal end with 
waste is inserted in the hole. 
The 


can is laid on its side with the spout 
down so that the oil drips out alons 
the' nail. By tightening or loosenJ^-. 
ing the latter the flow can be regu- 
lated to a few drops per minute. 


Another type of can, reputed to 


be satisfactory, is composed of an 
ordinary oil can to which is attached 
an accurately ground pet-cock sus- 
ceptible 
of 
accurate 
adjustment. 


This can exhibits the same tendency 
as others toward getting clogged up. 
with sediment to such an extent that 
the flow is inhibited. 
All types of 


drip cans require inspection every 
few hours to insure a regular flow. 


As a substitute for drip cans oil- 


soaked waste or bags or oil-soaked 
sawdust are often used. These are 
fastened at or near the bottom of 
the ditch or stream at intervals vary- 
ing with the size and rate of flow. 
Oil oozing out of th 
dust comes to the surface, spreads 
into a film and floats down stream, 
As in the case of drip cans, the 
amount of oil-soaked material neces- 
sary and the intervals between the 
stations depend upon the volume of 
water, etc., and must be determined 
for each place separately. A little 
practice 
will indicate the 
proper 


procedure.. All that is necessary is 
that a continuous film be produced 
over the 
entire 
water 
surface, 


throughout 
the necessary distance 


and for a period of at least twelve 
hours once a week.

Duty In Case of Accident Sec- 
tion 21. Thib section is of sufficient 
importance to the motoring public to 
be printed in full. 
Whenever an 


automobile, motorcycle or other mo- 
tor vehicle or any vehicle whatso- 
ever, regardless of the 'power by 
•which the same may be propelled or 
drawn, strikes any person, or col- 
lides with any vehicle containing a 
person, the driver of, and all per- 
sons in. such automobile, motor- 
cycle or other motor vehicle, or 
other vehicle, who have or assume 
authority over such driver, shall 
immediately cause i>uch automobile, 
moforcjcle, or other motor vehicle, 
or other vehicle,„ to stop and shall 
render to the person struck or to the 
occupants of the -vehicle collided 
with, all necessary assistance includ- 
ing the carrying of such persons or 
occupants to a physician or surgeon 
for medical or surgical treatment, if 
such treatment be required, or if 
such carrying is requested by the 
person struck or any occupant of the

east of the Mississippi. Later "Wesi;-

charges, which is the only item '"of 
expense to be borne by the state, ex- 
cepting, of course, operati»n and up-

The trucks turned over to the- 


bureau of public roads, department

Careful planning: and study of the 
territory to be covered, the intervals 
sf trips, the density of traffic and 
other factors ha,ve a direct bearing 
on profits of motor truck delivery. 
District Manager "W. T. Powell of the 
B. F. Goodnch Rubber Company 
offers some valuable suggestions for 
fleet owners. 


First, the truck operator should 


definitely fix in his mind that the 
zone is the basis of the delivery sys- . 
tern. "With the zones correctly out- j 
lined, the delivery system builded I 
upon them will undoubtedly function 
successfully. 
After an order is re- 


ceived it 
should be 
immediately 


"zoned." Bins, demountable bodies, 
hampers and trunks should bear zone i 
numbers, likewise invoices, shipping j 
tickets and tally sheets. 
i 
Drivers 
become 
familiar with 


fixed zones and eventually put in 
practice many short-cuts.

filed zones it would be impossible 
for the truck despatcher -to figure 
the probable time of deliveries.

MAP IS NECESSARY 


The first step In planning an effi- 


cient delivery zone is to secure a 
map of the territory covered. 
The 
map should be sufficiently large in 
scale to plainly designate all streets, 
roads, bridges, docks and ferries. It 
should, hang in plain sight of every 
one connected with the delivery sys- 
tem, 
including- order fillers, des- 
patchers, loaders and drivers. 
It 


should be studied with thoughts of 
everlastingly seeking new routes. 
AVeeks-and probably several months 
may be consumed before a satisfac- 
tory zone of delivery is layed out. 
Time required to establish a system, 
is. well spent, for a well designated 
delivery route is as valuable as the 
truck that travels it. 
The route 


should be well balanced, serve the 
maximum number of customers with 
the least idle time, make use of the 
shortest cuts, traverse the best pave- 
ments and avoid covering the same 
ground twice. 
After a. careful study of the city 
map has been madt, the question of 
time analysis must be solved.

Something must be done to halt 
or stop the theft- of motor cars. It 
Is costing millions of dollars and a 
large number or men to trace stolen 
motor vehicles. It increases the first 
cost and increases the yearly main- 
tenance cost of motor cars. 
INSURANCE RATE EXCESSIVE 
Insurance premiums have been 
placed at excessive figures because 
of such, stealing and the future" in- 
dicates that unless some protective 
inejfcure with teeth in it appears they 
t^fll still further increase. 
Motor 
car thieves are occupying too much 
tune and causing too much worry 
ifor police departments. It is teach- 
iing crime, because • it has been an 
easy matter to steal and dispose of 
is. motor car with punishment pros- 
pects light even in extreme cases.

istic publicity. 
There were- scores 


of deaths. Physicians in many cases 
prescribed a certain amount >of "re- 
freshments" to let the drinkers down 
easy. 
Sanitariums 
did a thriving- 
business. 


At the emergency hospital in Oak- 


land, there have been just two cases 
of acute alcoholism since June 30. 
And at the county hospital at San 
Leandro, the same number. 
There 


have been no deaths. The cases at 
the county hospital are of old of- 
fenders, come back for a last visit 
after the state went dry. The cases 
at the emergency hospital" are delir- 


_ ium 
tremens 
sufferers, 
the real 
"snake dodgers." 


Among the explanations given of 


the scarcity of alcoholic cases are 
the apparent absence of vile "boot- 
logging" substitutes such as were 
peddled elsewhere 
just after 
the 


dawn of prohibition, and to precau- 
tion of drinkers to stock up before 
July "Thirst." The stock oi "first- 
class" stuff was not depleted here as 
elsewhere in shipments—there was 
no place to ship it. 


Officials say none of the explana-" 


tions exactly fins, but that maybe 
Californian.s 
weren't 
such 
hard 
drinkers after all.

HEIRS OF SENATOR FAIR H4VE 
BEEN COMMANDED TO COME WEST 


fjAN FRANCISCO, July ?.— 


The launching of the John- 
son presidential boom has 
temporarily diverted public 
a t t e n t i o n from, the ap- 


!|j|j pleaching contest for Uni- 


ted States senator. 
The 


term of Senator James D. 


HI Phelan will expire March i, 


1921, and the primary elec- 


tion will be held on the last Tuesday in August. 
]920, or a little over a year hence. The presi- 
dential primary will be held in May of the same 
.year at which delegates to the national conyen- 
tions of the various political parties will be 
chosen and a preference for a presidential candi- 
date stated, although -unpledged delegates'' can 
be selected under the Jaw. The Republican dele- 
gation four years ago was unpledged. Next year, 
however, it is conceded that a Johnson delegation 
will be chosen by California Republicans. With 
the presidential primary occurring in May. Sena- 
tor Johnson will not be compelled to declare him- 
self on the senatorial contest as might be the case 
were the two elections on the same day instead 
of nearly three months apart. In other words, 
Johnson can assume a "hands off" policy should 
a Republican contest develop for the senatorial 
nomination. 
The general opinion prevails that 


Governor Stephens will become a senatorial aspir- 
ant. To date his friends refuse to give any hint 
as to his intentions, although intimating that he 
appears to be the most available of those men- 
tioned- Both California United States senators 
now reside in the city of San Francisco. 
The 


Southern Californians are emphatic in declaring 
that their section of the State is entitled to 
representation following a long established prec- 
edent. The argument is also advanced that such 
representation is more important at this partic- 
ular juncture than ever before. The tariff ques- 
tion is looming as a vital issue of reconstruction. 
Already the members of the House of Represent- 
atives from south of Tehachapi are urging a duty 
on citrus fruits before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee which is now holding sessions. There are 
other questions equally as important, including 
harbor improvement, aviation bases and subma- 
rine stalions.. San Francisco and Los Angeles 
always have been and will continue to be com- 
mercial rivals. Some mention has been made of 
Former Senator Frank P. Flint as a possibility. 
Flint is very friendly with Governor Stephens 
and is likewise apparently close to Senator John- 
son, for it was Flint who presided at 1he recent 
San Francisco Johnson meeting. As a former so- 
called "regular," Flint would not be objectionable 
1o that element. It is borne in mind, however, 
that when Flint voluntarily retired from the 
United States Scnale after serving one term, he 
announcer! lhat his retirement \\.is due to the 
fact that he could not afford lo continue to ihe 
in Washingon or expend the largo sum necessary 
for state-wide primary and general election cam-

the formation of an Alien Regulation League, 
with branches in every city of the State. 
The 


projectors of (his league voice the excited slogan, 
"We did not reclaim the valleys of California to 
make a Japanese province," and subscribe to the 
policy, "Let the Pacific Coast solve its alien prob- 
lem, as a matter of police regulation."' The pur- 
poses, of this league are set forth in the appeal for 
membership and are interesting as showing the 
conception of the people of the Imperial Valley 
as, to what should be done to meet the problem 
of Oriental immigration. Specifically described, 
the objects are us follows,: 


First—To secure enactment by the legislatures of 


the several States pro\iding that the ihoriff of any 
county, when due evidence is presented to him that 
any one alien race in any city ward, any township or 
any other political subdivision in the state under his 
jurisdiction numbers in excess of five per cent of the 
total population of that political subdivision, shall issue 
a proclamation betting forth .that fact, naming the 
alien race v hich e.\eeudb five per cent of the popula- 
tion (when the said fahcrifC shall annul his proclama- 
tion by issuing a new proclamation in accordance with 
the facts) it shall be illegal for the owner of any land 
or building' to rent or lease to any such alien or permit 
to be occupied by any such alien for more than one 
year following such proclamation, any such property; 
and an> leaso to bitch alien previously made shall not 
be coii.strur-d at, permitting personal occupancy beyond 
the period of one year from said proclamation; it 
shall also be illegal for any member of said alien race, 
following said proclamation, to remain a tenant of any 
property in said political subdivision fox more than 
one jear unless said proclamation meanwhile is an- 
nulled as above provided, and it shall also be illegal 
for any alien of the race designated to begin any new 
business or occupation in said political subdivision fol- 
lowing said proclamation until it is annulled as pro- 
vided for.

Already marked attention is being directed 


toward the next general election, to be held in 
November, 1920, in so far as the appellate courts 
of Northern California are concerned. This ;n- 
terest is manifested in no less intimately related 
quarters than the justices of the courts who must 
stand for re-election. They are Mr. Justice Wil- 
liam H. Waste of Berkeley, who by appointment 
of Governor Stephens was elevated from the Su- 
perior bench of Alameda County to the First Divi- 
sion of the Northern District to succeed Justice 
Thomas II.
